ond the power of nature, 

The ſecond ſort of the deuils wonders, are 
reall workes, that is, ſuch as arc indeede that 
which they ſeeme and appeare to be. Theſe, 
howſocues to men that knowe net the natures 
of things, nor the ſecret and hidden cauſes 
plu 40 may ſecme very ftrange and admi- 
rable, yet they are no true miracles, becauſe they 
are not aboue & beyond the power of nature, 

If it be here alleadged,that the devills works 
are not reall and true ations, becauſe the holy 
Gheſt callethtbem Lying wonders, 2. Thefl.2, 
9. I anſwer, that they are called Lying wonders, 
not in reſpeRt of the works themſclues, for they 
were wonders truely done and efteQed ; butin 


| regard of the deuils ende and purpoſe in wor- 


king them, which is to lic vnto men, and by 
them to deceiue. The truth of which point will 
appeare in the view of ſome particular exiples. 

Firſt, we reade in the hiftoric of lob, that 


Satan brought.downe fire from heauen, which | 


burnt vp Tobs ſheepe and ſeruanes; and cauſed 


a mightie winde to blowe down the bouſe vp- 


on bes children,as they were feaſting,to ras 
them, Againe, he ſmot the bodice of lob wit 

botches and boyles. All theſe were true and re- 
all works, very ftrange and admirable, and yet 
no. miracles , becauſe they exceeded not the 
compaſſe of nature . For fuſt , when be caft 


downe the fire from heauen, he did not create | 
the fice of nothing, for that is a worke proper | 


to God alone, but applyed creature to creature, 
and thereof produced ſuch a matter as was fir 
to make fire of. If it be demanded, how he is a- 
ble to doe this? we muſt remember, that his 
knowledge in natural cauſes is great,and there- 
fore he was nor ignorant of the mareriall cauſe 
of fire , which beeing throughly knowne and 
found out, Satan brought fire vmto it, and ſo 
putting fire to the matter of fire, he brought 
it down by his power and agilitic from heauen, 
ypon the cattell and ſeruants of Iob, Againe, 
the winde which blewe downe the houſe, 
where his ſonnes and daughters were eatin 
and drinking , was not created by the deuill, 
but he knowing well the matter whereof winds 
are generated naturally, added matter to mat- 
ter, and thence came the winde; whereunto he 
ioynes himſelfe, becing a ſpirit of a ſwift and 
ſpredic nature, and ſo makes it for his owne 
poſe, the more violent and forcible. Third- 
ly, he ſmote Iobs bedie with ſore boyles, from 
the crowne of his head to the ſole of his foote, 
Now this may ſceme ftrange that he ſhould 
have ſuch power ouer mans bodie, as to cauſe 
ſuch diſcaſes to breed init, Therefore we are 
further to vnderſtand , that his knowledge cx- 
rendeth it ſelfe to the whole frame and diſpoſi- 
eby ir comes to paſſe, 
that the cauſes of all diſcaſcs are well knowne 


ynto him, and he is not ignorant how the hu- 
mors in the bodie may be purrified, and what 
corrupt humers will breed ſuch and ſuch diſca+ 
ſes, and by what meanes the aire it ſelfe may be 
infected : hereupon preparing bis matter, and 
applying cauſe ro cauſe, he praQtiſed ypon the 
bodie of Iob,& filled him with gricuous ſores. 
Another example of Satans recall workes is 
this.By reaſon of his great power and kill , he 
is able to appeare in the forme and ſhape of a 
man , and reſemble any perſon or creature, and 
that not by deluding the ſenſes, but by aſſu- 
ming to himſclfe attue bodie, His power is nor 
{o large, as to create a bodie, or bri aine 8 
ſoule into a bodie,yer by his dexterige and «kil 
in _naturall cauſes he can worke paws wy ly, 
For he is able, having gathered together 
matrer, to ioyne m to member, and to 
make a true bogie, either after the likeneſſe of 
man, or ſome other creature ; and having ſo 
done, to enter into it, to meoue apd fiirre it vp 
and downe, and therein vifibly and ſenfibly ro 
appeare vnto man; which though it be a ſtrange 
work,and beſides the ordinary courſe of nature, 
yet it is not ſimply aboue the power thereof, 
For a third inſtance. The devill is able to yt- 
ter a voice in plaine words and ſpeech,anſwera- 
ble to mans vnderſtanding in any 
Not that he can take vnts himlclfe, beeing a 
ſpirit, an immediate power to ſpeake or frame a 
yoyce of nothing witheurt meanes, but know- 
ing the naturall and proper cauſes and meanes 
by which men dec ſpeake, by them he frames 
in himſelfe the voyce of a man, and plainely vt- 
ters the ſame in a knowne language. Inthis 
manner he abuſed the tropgue and meuth of the 
ſerpent, when in plaine words he Eue 
to cate the forbidden fruit. Now it is to be re- 
membred here, that when the deuill ſpeakes in 
a creature , it muſt be ſuch a creature, as hath 
the inftruments of ſpeech , or ſuch whereby 
ſpeech ray be framed and vrttered, not other- 
wiſe: for it was neuer heard that he ſpake in a 
ſocke or aftone, or any created entity,that had 
not the meanes and power of vitering a voice, 
at leaft in ſome ſort; MPa att Rt 
to the Creator, to giue power of viterance 
where it is not by creation, Againe , when he 
frameth a voyce in a creature, he doth it vor by 
giving an immediate power to ſpeake, for thar 
cannot doc,and the creature abuſed by him, 
remaineth in that d, as it was before. But 
it beeing natur ted and di ro vrter 
a voice, though not perfeGily to ſpeak as a man 
he furthereth and helperh nature in ix, and ad- 
deth to the facultie thereof a preſent vſe of 
words, by ordering and ruling the inſtruments 
to his intended purpoſes, And to conclude this
